In 
compliance with the censorship he 
did not name the time and place of 
the fight, but the Washington dis- 
patch identifies it as the Battle of 
Belleau Wood. Many men from St. 
Louis and vicinity are members of 
the Sixth Regiment of Marines and 
tok part in the Belleau Wood fight. 
Several St. Louisans have been re- 
ported killed or wounded about that | 
time. The French High Command 
later officially named this wood “‘The 
Wood of the Marines,’’ in honor of 
the Americans who captured it. 

Many of the marines who took 
part in the bat have been deco- 
rated for caifiney either by the 
United States pr by France, and Pri- 
vate Pottinger states in his letter 
that he has been recommended for 
the French war cross. He is 21 
years old and enlisted in April, 1917. 
He was trained at Paris Island and 
Quantico, Va., and was sent to 
France in September. He was em- 
ployed by the Ludlow-Saylor Wire 
Co. before he enlisted.

Friedensturm—The storm of peace—is the Ger- 
man designation of the offensive that is now in 
progress. It is a storm of peace which is already 
estimated to have cost the German armies 100,000 
of their elite troops, with no distinct military ad 
vantages gained as an offset. 

Beginning with the offensive of March 21, each 
German peace drive has been represented to the 
German people as a storm of peace. This is the 
method which the German Genera] Staff has 
adopted to keep the country reconciled to the 
enormous. losses sustained by the armies in this 
last desperate attempt to conquer victory with 
the sword. As each successive drive fails to at- 
tain its objective, the hope is still held out, 
nevertheless, that the next will succeed. 

Sunday will mark the beginning of the fifth 
month of the operations out of which Hinden- 
burg and Ludendorff expected to end the war by 
the first of August. From an American point of 
view, it might be expected that Germany would 
be feeling the full weight of the discouragement 
that ought to follow the repeated failures, but 
the German is not looking at the war from the 
same angle as the American or the Frenchman 
and the Englishman or the Italian. 

Peace has not been conquered, but the German 
armies are still on the offensive and are operating 
| in foreign territory. Terrible as the economic 
privation has been, great sections of the country 
have not been devastated by enemy troops, as 
is the case in France. It is idle to think that the 
German morale will break down while the Ger- 
man armies are waging aggressive warfare and} 
are making enough gains in territory to show

OUR INCOMPLETE CITY WHARF. 

Is the municipal wharf an example of the Way 
the city hall handles important projects from 
which an active public attention is temporarily 
withdrawn? 

This municipal wharf was the center of a tre- 
mendous interest when the contract for its con- 
struction was let, Nov. 20, 1916. The moment 
when an imperative demand for its use would 
be created by measures for putting the river in 
service might have come at almost any timo since 
that date. As it happened that moment was ‘e- 
layed by various circumstances until the present, 
but it discloses that this vital essential in making 
St. Louis the beneficiary of ambitious river plans 
is still uncompleted. Nineteen months after the 
letting of the contract and nearly two months 
after the date specified in the instrument for 
turning the finished terminal over to the city, we 
are told that the entire improvement cannot be 
made ready for use until next spring. Even to 
Place one unit of the terminal in service will re- 
quire 60 days, which is 60 days too much. If the 
city hall presses the work with as little energy 
as in the past, will that 60 days be expanded into 
90 days or six months? 

Shortage in labor and in cars undoubtedly has 
been a handicap, but that highly convenient ex- 
cuse does not justify indefinite delay. Other im- 
portant improvements have been rushed to com- 
pletion despite the handicap. The wharf was in- 
tended for war work, not for work five or ten 
years after peace has been declared. 
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BRITISH DOMINIONS AT THE PEACE TABLE. 

At the dinner to the Canadian editors now 
visiting England, Mr. Lloyd George irrevocably 
pledged to the British dominions the right fo 
join in the settlement of peace terms. After the 
enormous sacrifices they have made for four | 
years, nothing less in justice could be conceded 
to them. 

Canada, Australasia and South Africa have 
contributed hundreds of thousands of men to 
the British armies in Europe. To the colonials 
from overseas has fallen the welcome duty of 
fighting in France or wherever the interests of 
the British Empire were to be safeguarded. In 
South Africa, in, Southeast Africa, in Togoland, 
at Gallipoli, in Syria and in the Pacific they 
have shed their blood without stint in the com- 
mon cause. 

The British Empire was never before 30 
strongly welded together throughout all its parts 
as it is today. In responding to the call of sen- 
timent the dominions have not only fortified the 
union, but they have won for themselves rightful 
places in imperial councils of war and peace. 

When the day comes to consult among the 
belligerents upon the terms of peace with Ger- 
many, the representatives of the British doimin- 
ions must surely be accorded seats of honor with 
the rest. If nations like Cuba and Costa Rica, 
which have entered the war, are to figure at the 
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OLEMENCEAU’S PLEDGE.

He openly accused Malvy of carrying on 
a ‘“‘defeatist” campaign among the French troops 
and pointed to ex-Premier Caillaux as the arch- 
criminal in the plot. 

All France awaits the trial of Caillaux, which 


will be held next month, as the climax of Clem- 
enceau'’s determined efforts to exterminate trea- 
son. In the relations of France with Germany be- 
fore the war, and for the past three years, he has 
been the sinister figure about whom suspicion has 
always centered. Not until after the Agadir affair 
was’ it known how close a touch he maintained 
with German financiers. His movements since 
1914, his visits to Italy and the Argentine, his asso- 
ciations in France and abroad and the many reve- 
lations that have come to light affecting financia] 
transactions in which he engaged, have steadily 


tended to confirm the general opinion that he was 
guilty of treason.

In all, Emma Edmonds entered 
the Cohfederate lines no less than 11 
times during her career as a spy, and 
seldom twice in the same manner or 
in the same disguise. She was a clev- 
er actress and always played bril- 
liantly any role she might. choose to 
assume. 
she did not know the meaning of 
fear. 

During the battle of MHanover 
Court House she was in full military 
uniform and served temporarily as 
an aid on Gen. Kearny’s staff. It 
was Emma who, when Kearny was 


hard pressed by the enemy, rode | 


through a galling Confederate fire 
in quest of reinforcements for the 
badiy hammered Union troops. 

Her pluck in going through this 
deadly peril and her skill in finding 
the reinforcements saved Kearny’s 
army from destruction. 

Once, on spy duty—disguised as 
a fugitive country woman — she 
found a dying Confederate officer 
in a deserted hut. She nursed him 
through his last hours and did all 
she could for his comfort. 

Just before he died the sick man 
gave her his watch and a written 
message to be carried to his com- 
manding officer. Emma _ fulfilled 
the mission. The sacredness of her 
errand not only won access for her 
through the lines, but enabled her 
to hang around the commanding of- 
ficer’s headquarters and glean much 
interesting information of the Con- 
federate movements. 

Emma Edmonds later wrote a his- 
tory of her Civil War activities, 
which reads like a series of d’Artag- 
nan adventures. Says Barton: 

“Her reports had a material in- 
fluence upon more than one battle 
fought during the four years of the 
war.”
